A Strange Story lu the Drusscls Papers,

A Brussels journsl, the Eeho de Pariemen,

It appents that about eight or ten days ago,
4l 7 in the morning, there was found, lying in
the mud on Lhe high road of Schoeveningen, the
tody of & young man ot distinguished appear-
ance. He was travsported to the nearest police
office, and a physician, Dr. Vinckhysen, was
immediately sent for.  On examination he was
found not to be dead, but merely in o swoon.
Oun being restored to anlmation he was ques-
tioned in Dutch, but bhe mnde stgns thut be did
not understand thet langusege. He wus then
nsked In French what was his nnme and where
he resided, He gave s interrogntors to under
staud that he was unable to speak, sod made
sigue for writing materinls. They were accord-
ingly furniehed to him, and be then s'ated in
wiitipg that he was the son of the Count de
Moustier, reslding at No, 3 Kn2e Grenclie Suint
Germain, Parie, and nephew of the lale Minlster
of the same name,

As Lie was unable to account for the manner
in which he had been conveyed to the spot
where he had been found, the st impression
created by s story was that 1L was a pure
invention. The facts were at once communi-
cated 10 the Marquis de Beves, Secretary Lo the
Frevch Embassy, aud he telegruphed to the
address in Paris Indicated by the sutferer. A
few hours after a reply was received from Count
de Moustier stating that his own son had really
disuppeared for several duys, and that be was
about to start by ralltond to investizate the
fnets in person. Oon a further examination the
mouth of the young man wns foand ty prosent
evidence of strong compression, and his tongue

On Baturday evertng Jat Mr, Jomes T.
Brady, while on a wisit 1o b friend, Mr,
Edward T, Young, of Nou. 14 West Sixteonth

ptreet, was soddenly taken 1l by a stroke of
paralysis of the leit slde, and alter lingeringe for
Over 1Mo days expirod at s quarter ol wn honur
before Ave o'clock yesterday wornineg, The
parente of the distlpzuished dend were natlves
ol Irelnnd, who emigented to the United S ates

in 1812, and lor awhile took up their residencs
in New York, where Thoma= A, Brady, their
eldest ron, waus born in 1813, He became a

Laeutenant in the United Stotes Marine Corps,
aud died st Tampleo during the Mexican war,
Subsequently Mr, #ind Mre, Brady
remeved  to Ihis el in whirh the
subiject of this eketeh was Pora oo the 8th ot
April, 1816, He recelved o liberal education,
studied law, and fu 1885 wus admitted to the
bur. His great nntoaral ablhity sud legal netain-
ments oon piaced him in the st of the niost
eminent lawyers of New York, A« a pleader in
erimfonl cases he wis distivgmzied for the
heppy manuer in which be would eombine the
most artful argwments without deriating onee
from the truth, In the great *“‘Aodis rubber”
cuse, between Dav aud Goodyear, Mr. Brady
was nerocinted with Danlel Webster, and that
grent stutesman was profuse ln his praise of the
fible manner in which bis m<sociste econducted
the proceedings, It would, of couse, be impos-
siblec to narrate all the important lawsuits
duetended or prosecated by the decensed, The
lagt core of more than ordinary interest iu
which he was eugaged was the receut trinl of
General Cole at Albauy for the murder of Mr,
Hiscock, und which rerulted, as will be
remembered, o the weqmital of the accused,
While quite u youug mun Mr. Brady atiached
himself to the Democratic party, becoming in
time one of s scknowledeed leaders in this
Sipte, Toe only ollice he ever held, however.,
was u loeal one—thut of Corporation . Connsel
for this city. He was [requently solicited o
become the Demoeralic nominee for s judee-
thip, but slway: declined, his prastice beiaw
too valuable and lucrative to be abandoned, At
onetime he was the esudldate of the Democerucy
for the ollice of Attoruey Geoeral of this State
and was dejented.  lu 1860 Mr, Brady supported

the claims of Jeobu C. Breckinridge lor the
Presdeney, and beeame the candidate ot
that branch of ke Democracy tor the

office ot Governor, ¢ wus, with the candidate
ol the Douglus Demoords, delfeated by the Re-
ynblican nominee, After the oulbresk of the
tebellion the decented piave a hearty support to
the war messures of Mr. Lincoln's sdmimstra-
tion, und eveu went so far a4 to join the Union
Lengue organization, in Jdefense of the non-
partian charscter of which ne wrote aud pub.
liehed aletter at the time.  As soou, however,
ns he discovered that 1t was ourtisan he sevored
bis connection with it, My, Brady's politica)
curcer during the post lew years was nomuarked
any importunt event, He & said to have
supported General Grane for the Preadency, bat

THE PFEREIRE.

The Disaster at Sea.

We have at last reccived the detalls of the
disuster to the steamer Pereire on ber late
voyage from Havre towards Now York, From
levters publishied we learn that the Pereire had
cucountercd heavy westerly gales and head
geas, ugainst whicl she had mude good progress
tor five days, aud as far west as longitude lorty
degrees and thirty-five mluates. There, at two
P, M. on the 21et uitimo, she was boarded by n
terrific head sen, which swept evgrvthing off
her deck as far aft @ the funvel, broke
10’ the forward deck, aod nearl tled the
cabing and =toke hole, The wave which effected
Lhis destruction I8 deseribed as ove of exiraor-
dinary magnitude, aud the great mnse of it
appears 1o bave fullen with crushimg weight
upon the forward body of the steamer. Wecan
well undeérstand thut for & few minutes whe
situntion of the Pereire was very alnrming,
The suddenness of the ahock the crash of the
brewking decks and fulling =pars, the burst of
vapor lrom the stoke hols nutlIvn'..'uw roowm and
the vneortwintly ws 1o the actual amount of
diamage which tho shif «and engines bad pus-
tadned, must all have eerved to beighteu and
intensity the excitement aod alurm of the mo
ment, Iv was cortsinly an ocensign which cailed
for a prampt exbibition ot coursee, skill, and
resolution on the part ef Captain Dazoesose, bis
officers nnd crew, and it W very gravtying to
know that they were folly equal 10 the emer-
pepey, aud exhiblied a cournge nnd eood eone
duct which exelted the ndmiration aud gratitode
of the passenpgers on boanl, Tbe decks aod
companion coverings forwnrd being p-u'r.mlly

destroyed, there wus very great danger in
keepiog her head 1o ven or in sitempuing to
kt'l‘l her conrge o the westward, Quplaiu

Duclicsne immedintely determined to wenr her
round, n romewbat perilons manwavre witn
u loyg ship flike the Pereire, Iy such a heavy
e and  in her erippled coudition. It
was, however, succeifilly nccomplished,
nnd there was then no butter  alternative
than rurning to the enstward, bfore fhe wind
pud sea, The passenpors united io w testimonial
to the “quick decision, knowledee, consummate
inlent, intreprdiny, and sang froid of Captain
Duchesne during the trying moments of dan-
ger'—n verdiol which we are quite sure does
pluple justice to the gallaul captain, who has
on wore than one cecusion exhibited the highost
quulities of seamunship, We are very glad to
learn from Huvie that the Pereire was not
diompged tn her bull or engines heyond the
damnge 1o her decks, and that she will be able
to resomé her place ju the line within a few

Removal of the Remains of Mes, Snreatt
—Appenrance of the Body—Hooth's Bue-
rin Taee,

From the Washington Ohroniele, Feb, 8.

The President issued an order yesterday
morning for the delivery of the remaing of Mrs
Burratt to Futher Waller, of Bt, Patrick’s
Churchiof this city, and ye«terday allernoon at
3 o'clock that gentleman, in company with Mr
Towne and Hurvey & Marr,- undertakers, pro-
ceeded to the Areenal, aod the remalng were st
onee disinterred. ;

Immedistely after the execution M, Sarrati's
resmniny, with those of Payne, Harold, wnd
Atzerod!, executed &1 the sam= Hme, were
pinced In boxes and interred 1 graves aear the
scatiold, her body being 1u the north end of the
row aad the othérs adjoining ber remains in
the order named above, 1o the Dox with each
body there wns alo placed the nawme of lhe
perty, written on parchment, encloged in &
vottle. The body of Booth was also buried
uear thereg that is, inside the old Peavtentinry
building, near the matu door of the warden's
residence, The burial of Hoolh was quwetly
made in the pressuce of Secretury Stantou,
ueneral Lafasette . Baker sand two of hia
ofticers, and Colocel Beoton, commandant of
the Arsenal; aod after the prave Liwd been

fllled mud & portion ot the oricks relald
